I  felt  like  this  was  something  we  could  bring  to 
campus  to  initiate  real  awareness  of  suicide  prevention.  In  my  first  year  as  walk  chair,  we  earned 
$4,000,  and  this  year  we  earned  $8,400.  it  has  been  amazing  to  see  not  only  the  overwhelming 
support  of  more  than  500  people  in  the  two  years  combined,  but  also  see  how  the  awareness 
about  suicide  and  mental  health  issues  has  grown  on  campus  in  my  time  here."

MLK  Dedication 

On  January  11th,  1968,  Meyer,  King  was  able 


four  days  before  his  39th 
birthday  and  83  days 
before  his  assassination, 
Rev.  Martin  Luther  King 
spoke  in  person  to  2,500 
people  in  Taft  Hall  and  an 
additional  2,000  in  Lehr 
after  being  convinced 
by  former  classmate, 

ONU  Chaplain,  Dr.  James 
S.  Udy.  Despite  death 
threats,  trustee  pressure, 
and  prohibited  use  of 
University  funding, 
Chaplain  Udy  was  able 
to  secure  $1,000  from 
Panhellenic  Council  to  pay 
King  for  his  visit.  With 
National  Guard  ordered 
by  ONU  President  Sam 


to  begin  his  speech 
on  Christian  Faith  and 
Contemporary  Problems. 
As  he  described  the 
progress  with  the  Civil 
and  Voting  Rights  Acts, 
he  eloquently  stressed 
there  was  much  more  to 
come.  Many  learned  and 
continue  to  learn  a  lot 
from  him  that  day  which 
is  a  large  part  in  why 
ONU  commemorates  his 
visit  every  year  at  MLK 
Day.  I  encourage  you  all 
to  listen  to  his  moving 
speech  on  the  ONU 
website  that  people 
from  all  backgrounds 
can  learn  from. 


Dr.  Marlin  Luther  King  Jr. 

Born  Michael  Luther  King,  J  r.,  but  later  had  his  name  changed  to  Martin.  His  grandfather  began  the 
family's  long  tenure  as  pastors  of  the  Ebenezer  Baptist  Church  in  Atlanta,  serving  from  1914  to  1931; 
Martin  Luther  attended  segregated  public  schools  in  Georgia,  graduating  from  high  school  at  the  age  of 
fifteen;  he  received  a  B.A.  degree  in  1948  from  Morehouse  College,  a  distinguished  Negro  institution  of 
Atlanta.  He  studied  at  Crozer  Theological  Seminary  in  Pennsylvania  where  he  was  elected  president  of  a 
predominantly  white  senior  class,  he  was  awarded  the  B.D.  in  1951.  He  then  enrolled  in  graduate  studies 
at  Boston  University,  completing  his  residence  for  the  doctorate  in  1953  and  receiving  the  degree  in  1955 
where  he  met  his  wife  Coretta  Scott  and  had  two  daughters  and  sons.  In  1957  he  was  elected  president 
of  the  Southern  Christian  Leadership  Conference,  an  organization  formed  to  provide  new  leadership  for 
the  civil  rights  movement.  He  was  soon  to  be  the  youngest  recipient  of  the  Nobel  Peace  prize  for  his 
series  of  nonviolent  protests,  boycotts,  and  arrests.  On  the  evening  of  April  4,  1968,  while  standing  on  the  balcony  of  his 
motel  room  in  Memphis,  Tennessee,  where  he  was  to  lead  a  protest  march  with  striking  garbage  workers  of  that  city,  he  was 
assassinated.  The  United  States  and  Ohio  Northern  University  would  not  be  the  same  without  this  courageous  individual  and 
in  honor  of  his  visit  they  decided  to  build  a  statue  monument  in  honor  of  him  next  to  Taft  Hall  at  ONU,  Winter  2018.

John  Gamble  Park  joined  the  university's  faculty  in  its  first  year  of  exis¬ 
tence  to  teach  English  grammar,  composition,  and  logic.  He  was  young 
and  had  just  finished  his  education  at  Henry  Solomon  Lehr's  select  school 
under  the  authority  of  ONU's  founder.  In  the  early  days  of  the  university, 
the  founders  were  asked  to  do  more  than  just  teach.  During  his  many 
years  servicing  our  school,  he  was  not  only  a  professor,  but  also  an  ad¬ 
ministrator,  a  trustee,  recording  secretary,  secretary,  librarian,  and  even 
the  Vice  President  for  18  years.  He  married  Lida  Wilson  in  1875,  who 
earned  her  degree  here  in  1899.  He  died  March  15,  1914  and  is  buried 
in  Ada's  Woodlawn  Cemetery.  The  east  wing  of  ONU's  Founders  Hall  was 
christened  Park  Hall  in  1973.
